being 96°6 and 96°8, respectively. This slight recession 
was due to a seasonal decline of 1:1 per cent. in food 
prices, prices of industrial materials and manufactures 
in the aggregate showing a small rise (0°3 per cent.). 
Compared with a year earlier, a fall of about 7 per cent. 
geeurred in the general index, food prices being lower 
by 10} per cent. and those of industrial materials and 
manufactures by about 53 per cent. 


The regrouping of the industrial materials and 
manufactures (except fuel) according to the stage of 
gmpletion which the products had reached into basic 
materials, intermediate products and manufactured 
articles showed, in comparison with the preceding 
month, increases for the three groups of 0°3, 0-6 and 
02 per cent., respectively. Compared with a year 
earlier there were declines of about 63, 6 and 4 per 
ent., respectively. Prices of building materials were 
rather higher than in February, but 2°2 per cent. lower 
than in March 1938. 


Food prices declined in the first three weeks of the 
month, but rose in the last week to about the same 
level as at the end of February, while prices of indus- 
trial materials and manufactures, after rising in the 
firsts week, remained practically unchanged for the 
remainder of the month.

Food and Tobacco.—The group index for cereals 
showed a fall of nearly 3 per cent. in March as com- 
pared with February, every item included in the group, 
&xcept oatmeal, contributing to this decline. The 
reductions ranged from 3 to 6 per cent. for home-grown 
and imported wheat, and from 1 to 4 per cent. for

malting and feeding barley. Maize was slightly 
cheaper, while the price of rice declined by about 12} 
per cent. The index for the meat, fish and eggs group 
was nearly 1 per cent. lower than in February, the 
largest declines being the seasonal falls in the price of 
English and Danish eggs (19} and 9 per cent.). Mutton 
was again dearer, prices of Scotch advancing by 74 per 
cent. and English by 5 per cent., but New Zealand 
lamb was 2 per cent. cheaper. Imported beef prices 
were lower, Argentine chilled fores cheapening by 64 
per cent. and hinds by 4 per cent., but two of the three 
English and Scotch beef quotations were higher by 
about 14 per cent. Bacon prices showed little change, 
but pork and hams were rather cheaper. The average 
price of wet fish (cod, haddock and plaice) was about 
4 per cent. above that of February and herring were 
about 24 per cent. dearer. Poultry prices advanced 
by about 94 per cent. The index for the other food 
group was rather higher, the largest movements being 
of a seasonal nature. The alteration in the contract 
price of milk represented a decline of 3 per cent. 
Home-made butter and cheese were about 1 per cent. 
dearer, but imported butter prices were lower by 
between 2 and 6 per cent. and New Zealand cheese 
cheapened by 7 per cent. Among the vegetable and 
fruit items there were seasonal price changes for 
potatoes (increases, London and Birmingham markets, 
of 64 and 10 per cent., respectively), oranges (increase 
of 33 per cent.) and onions (decrease of 25} per cent.). 
Apples and tomatoes were also dearer. Sugar, tea and 
cocoa prices were rather firmer, while Costa Rica coffee 
was dearer and Kenya cheaper. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—Coal and 
iron and steel prices remained substantially unchanged 
in March. Fifeshire steam coal prices averaged about 
14 per cent. less than in February, due to a fall of 6d. 
per ton at the end of that month for Ist quality and a 
fall of 6d. per ton for 8rd quality at the end of March. 
The only change in the iron and steel group, apart from 
a slight rise in respect of imported iron ore, was due to 
the increase of £1 per ton (7 per cent.) in the middle of 
February for black plates. Non-ferrous metal prices 
slightly exceeded the February level. American cotton 
prices were, on the average, rather higher than in Feb- 
ruary, and Egyptian somewhat lower; in both cases 
prices were firmer in the early part of the month, but 
subsequently the trend was downward. Cotton yarns 
and cloths were mostly rather dearer. Wool prices 
showed little change, but crossbred tops were about 
1 per cent. dearer. The index for ‘* other textiles ’’ 
showed the largest movement among the non-food 
groups, an increase of nearly 2 per cent. Raw silk 
rose again (7 per cent.), but silk cloth prices showed 
little change. Artificial silk and jute became dearer, 
but hemp fell even more. Among chemicals and oils, 
the price of palm kernel oil advanced £1 per ton in the 
first week and declined 10s. per ton in the third, and 
soya oil prices rose by 15s. per ton in the second week 
and £1 per ton in the fourth; the average price for 
both oils was about 4 per cent. above the February 
figures. Certain paper-making materials were cheaper, 
declines being shown for chemical wood pulp (sulphite 
strong, 24 per cent. and kraft, 7} per cent.), and 
esparto (14 per cent.). Hides and skins prices were little 
changed. Rubber averaged 8:16d. per Ib. in March, as 
against 7:94d. in February, The price of building 
deal advanced 5s. per standard (13 per cent.) and tiling 
battens were about 5} per cent. dearer, while tongued 
and grooved flooring cheapened by 9d. per square (4 
per cent.). 


Percentage Changes.—March was essentially a 
month of small price fluctuations, only one commodity, 
apart from those subject to seasonal influences, record- 
ing a price change in excess of 10 per cent., and 87 of 
the 104 variations were of less than 5 per cent. A

The Committee state in their recommendation that 
it was not contemplated that duty-free admission 
should be extended to works of traditional or conven- 
tional craftsmanship which compete, of course, with 
ihe work of British craftsmen.

ASSISTANCE FOR SHIPPING AND 
SHIPBUILDING 


GRANTS FOR NEW SHIPS 


In the course of his statement on 28 March, 
announcing the Government’s decision regarding 
assistance for shipping and shipbuilding, the President 
of the Board of Trade stated that it was proposed to 
ask Parliament to provide funds from which owners of 
tramps and cargo liners (other than refrigerated and 
passenger vessels) ordered in the next few months 
from United Kingdom shipbuilders would receive a 
grant of an appropriate amount in each of the next five 
years, with the exception of any years in which earn- 
ings were such as to make a grant unnecessary. 

The total amount available for these grants would 
not exceed £4 million a year during the five-year 
period. Out of these annual sums each ship approved 
for participation in the Scheme would receive an 
annual grant in each year in which, in accordance with 
the Scheme, grants were payable. 

The Scheme would only apply in respect of ships 
ordered by British owners in United Kingdom yards 
for registration in the United Kingdom, and it would 
not apply to vessels intended for the coasting trade. 

As stated by the President of the Board of Trade, it 
would be proposed to the legislation authorising the 
Scheme that any vessels ordered after 28 March 1939 
would not be debarred from consideration for assistance 
under the Scheme provided they were of the kinds 
covered by the Scheme. 


Details of the Scheme are under consideration, par- 
ticularly as regards the amount and basis of the annual 
payments, and the method of relating the payment, if 
any, which should be made in any year to conditions 
in that year. Legislation to enable the Scheme to be 
brought into operation will be submitted to Parliament 
as soon as possible. 

In the meantime, shipowners who have placed, since 
28 March, or who propose shortly to place, orders for 
ships falling within the terms of the statement by the 
President of the Board of Trade, and who would pro- 
pose to submit those orders for consideration for grants 
under the Scheme when it comes into operation, are 
requested to notify the Board of Trade of orders placed 
or proposed to be placed as soon as they are in a 


position to do so. 


Full particulars and a formal application will be 
required in due course; and it will be understood that 
the acceptance of the preliminary notifications now 
requested is without prejudice to the consideration 
which will eventually be given to the formal applica- 
tions received.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATION 


RADIO-INTERFERENCE-FREE ELECTRICAL 
APPLIANCES 


It will be recalled that in 1937 a British Standayj 
Specification for the Limits of the Magnitude, Duratig, 
and Frequency of Occurrence of the Electrical Inte. 
ference Caused by Electrical Apparatus was published 
The Specification indicated that a special Mark wa 
being registered under Section 62 of the Trade Mark 
Act, the use of which would be permitted to manufae. 
turers to denote that the apparatus bearing the Mar 
was radio-interference-free within the limits laid dow, 
in the Specification. 


This ‘‘ Radio-Interference Free Mark” has now bee, 
registered, and a reproduction of the Mark is given in, 
new edition of British Standard Specification No. 800, whic, 
has just been published. It may therefore be expected that 
in due course electrical apparatus bearing the Mark yjl 
become available to the public, but some time must neces. 
sarily elapse to enable manufacturers to redesign thei: 
equipment and to dispose of existing stocks of uncorrected 
apparatus. It should be noted that the Mark may only lk 
used by manufacturers who have obtained the necessary 
licence from the British Standards Institution. 

Another very important feature of the new Specification 
is the description of the schemes of sampling and the r. 
spective tolerances permitted for compliance with the 
Specification. The original edition of the Specification 
merely laid down the limiting figure for the magnitude of 
the interference, and no indication was given as to the basis 
on which tests for compliance with this figure were to be 
carried out. Extensive investigations have recently been 
made on a large number of machines, the results of which 
have shown that the test figures lend themselves to 
statistical treatment. A detailed scheme for the selection 
of samples for test purposes has therefore been drawn up 
on a statistical basis, this scheme making provision for 
articles which are made on a mass production basis as well 
as for articles of which only a small number of a given 
type are produced By following the instructions given in 
the new Specification it is now possible to carry out tests 
to ascertain whether or not the Specification is being com. 
plied with.

BRAZILIAN EXCHANGE CONTROL 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ dated 23 March, page 452, the Commercial 
Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Rio de Janeiro has 
reported, by telegram, that on 24 March and 6 April 
60-days’ exchange contracts were being supplied for 
bills due and for which currency deposits had been 
made on 11, 13, 14 and 15 February; nominally 90- 
days’ exchange contracts were also being supplied for 
“open account ’’ business and to companies with a 
daily exchange quota up to the same date. 

In a later telegram the Commercial Counsellor 
reports that by a Decree signed on 8 April exchange 
transactions are partially freed from restrictions. 
Foreign exchange can be freely sold to the banks, but 
banks must deliver to the Bank of Brazil 30 per cent. 
of the exchange so purchased at the official rate for the 
requirements of the public administration. Exchange 
required for the payment of imports can be freely pur- 
chased subject to the submission of the usual docu- 
ments. Exchange required for other purposes must be 
obtained exclusively through the Bank of Brazil. 
Exchange contracts already issued will be completed. 
Other regulations remain in force, including the remit- 
tance tax which is now applied to Government 
remittances, 


TRADE PRACTICE RULES FOR UNITED 
STATES TEXTILE INDUSTRIES 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 26 January (page 146), the Commercial 
Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Washington reports 
that a firm in New York City, engaged in the sale of 
men’s and women’s wearing apparel, have been 
directed by the Federal Trade Commission to cease 
using the word ‘‘ wool ’’ or any words of like meaning 
to describe a fabric not made wholly of that material, 
provided that in the case of fabrics made partly of that 
material and partly of rayon or materials other than 
wool there is used in immediate connection with the 
word ‘‘ wool ’’ and in conspicuous type words truth- 
fully designating each constituent fibre or material in 
the order of its predominance by weight, beginning 
with the largest single constituent. 


Under the same Order, the word “‘ chiffon ’’ or any 
words of similar meaning, such as “‘ crepe,’’ “‘ satin ’ 


or ‘* taffeta,’’ are not to be used to describe a fabric 
not made entirely of silk, unless the descriptive words 
are employed truthfully to designate the type of 
weave or construction, in which case they shall be 
qualified by other words in conspicuous letters clearly 
describing the constituent fibres of the fabric or 
product.

LLOYD’S REGISTER SHIPBUILDING 
RETURNS FOR MARCH QUARTER 


The statistics issued by Lloyd’s Register of Shipping re- 
garding merchant vessels under construction at the end of 
March last show that in Great Britain and Ireland there is 
a decrease of 182,859 tons in the work in hand as compared 
vith the figures for the previous quarter. The present total 
of tonnage under construction—596,903 tons—is less by 
492,174 tons than the tonnage which was being built at the 
end of March 1938. 


About 108,000 tons—18-1 per cent. of the tonnage now 
ieing built in this country—are intended for registration 
abroad or for sale. 


The tonnage now under construction abroad*—2,106,764 
tons—is 217,662 tons more than the work which was in hand 
at the end of December last. The leading countries abroad 
are the United States, 420,931 tons; Germany, 381,304 tons; 
Japan, 306,745 tons; Holland, 242,688 tons; Italy, 216,970 
tons; Denmark, 132,760 tons; and Sweden, 127,700 tons. 
Of the tonnage being built abroad, 530,308 tons (or 25-2 per 
cent.) are intended for registration elsewhere than in the 
wuntry of build, including 165,303 tons for Norway, and 
133,348 tons for Great Britain and Ireland. 


Tota Wortp ConstRUcTION 


The total tonnage under construction in the world* 
amounts to 2,703,667 tons, of which 22-1 per cent. is being 
built in Great Britain and Ireland, and 77-9 per cent. 
abroad. The quarterly total for the world is 34,803 tons 
nore than at the end of December last, and is higher than 
any recorded between June 1930 and June 1937, 


In Great Britain and Ireland construction was commenced 
upon 71,156 tons during the last three months, a decrease 
of 16,476 tons as compared with the corresponding total for 
the December quarter. During the quarter ended March 
last 157,786 tons were launched in Great Britain and 
Ireland, a decrease of 83,841 tons as compared with the 
previous quarter. Similar figures for abroad are 656,845 
tons commenced, and 532,383 tons launched, showing as 
compared with the previous quarter, an increase of 169,521 
tons in the tonnage commenced, and of 68,514 tons in the 
tonnage launched. 


STEAMERS AND MororsHips 


Steamers and motor oil tankers of 1,000 tons gross and 
upwards under construction in the world amount to 87 
vessels of 753,449 tons, of which 16 vessels of 139,391 tons 
ire being built in Great Britain and Ireland, 15 vessels of 
148,700 tons in the United States, 10 of 92,100 tons in 
Sweden, 10 of 90,762 tons in Germany, 10 of 81,000 tons 
i Holland, and nine of 77,550 tons in Italy. 


_ The vessels being built in the world at the end of March 
include 17 steamers and 46 motorships of between 8,000 and 
10,000 tons each; 13 steamers and 42 motorships of between 
10,000 and 20,000 tons; two steamers and two motorships of 
between 20,000 and 30,000 tons; and four steamers each 
txceeding 30,000 tons. 


Of the 596,903 tons under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland at the end of March, 332,971 tons consisted of 
notorships, while at the same date the motorship tonnage 
being constructed abroad (1,285,154 tons) was 501,890 tons 
excess of that of the steamers.

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR 
DECEMBER 1938 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of December 
and the four weeks ended 24 December 1938 show that the 
total number of passenger journeys (excluding season ticket 
holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in Great 
Britain in the month was 106,218,107, a decrease as com- 
pared with December 1937 of 2,420,784, or 2-2 per cent. 
The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares declined 
by 471,050 and those at standard or ordinary fares by 
1,949,734. The receipts from passengers (excluding season 
ticket holders) showed an increase of £55,277, or 1:2 per 
cent. If the railway undertakings of the London Passenger 
Transport Board be omitted, the figures show a decrease 
in journeys of 364,003, or 0:5 per cent. and an increase in 
receipts of £77,672, or 1:9 per cent. For all railways the 
receipts from passenger train traffic (including season 
tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding 
mails and parcels post) were £5,747 more than in December 
1937. For the four weeks ended 24 December 1938 the 
coaching train miles showed an increase of 482,550, as 
compared with the four weeks ended 25 December 1937. 


Goops TRAFFIC 

The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended 24 December 1938 
was 21,165,484, a decrease compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1937 of 3,160,570 tons, or 13-0 per cent. The 
freight train receipts amounted to £6,737,954, a fall of 
£753,970, or 10-1 per cent. The freight train miles run were 
655,811 less than in the corresponding period of 1937, a de- 
crease of 6-0 per cent. The average train load decreased 
from 134 to 1252 tons and the net ton-miles per engine 
hour increased from 436} to 4441.

OVERSEA TRADE IN JANUARY 


Imports of merchandise in January 1939 amounted to 
£stg.8,233,000, as compared with £stg.9,150,000 in January 
1938, a decrease of £stg.917,000, or 10 per cent., states the 
Government Statistician, Canberra. 

Exports of merchandise were valued at £stg.7,192,000, as 
compared with £stg.6,951,000 in January 1938, an increase 
of £stg.241,000, or 3-5 per cent. 

Imports of merchandise for the first seven months of the 
year 1938-39 were valued at £stg.58,979,000, as compared 
with Lstg.65,941,000 for the corresponding period of 
1937-38, a decrease of £stg.6,962,000 (10-6 per cent.). Ex- 
ports of merchandise for the same period were valued at 
£stg.58,143,000, as compared with £stg.63,350,000, a de- 
crease of £stg.5,207,000 (8-2 per cent.). 
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Balance OF TRADE 


In January 1939 there was an unfavourable commodity 
balance of trade of £stg.1,041,000, as compared with an 
unfavourable balance of £stg.2,199,000 in January 1938. 
Including bullion and specie, the balance of trade was 
favourable by £stg.96,000, compared with an unfavourable 
balance of £stg.1,241,000 in January 1938. For the first 
seven months of the year 1938-39 an unfavourable com- 
modity balance of trade of £stg.836,000 was recorded, com- 
pared with an unfavourable balance of £stg.2,591,000 for 
the corresponding morths of the previous year. Including 
bullion and specie, the favourable trade balance was 
£stg.6,728,000, compared with a favourable balance of 
£stg.4,329,000 for the seven months of 1937-38.

DENMARK 


FOREIGN TRADE AND ITS DISTRIBUTION IN 
1938 


Statistics received by the Department of Overseas Trade 
show that Denmark’s total foreign trade during 1938 was: 
[Imports 1,640-8 million kroner, exports 1,550-6 million kr., 
as compared with imports valued at 1,673°8 million kr. and 
exports at 1,568-5 million kr. in 1937. 

In 1938 there were increases in imports of :—Flour, by 
2-5 million kr.; fruit and nuts (except for oil pressing), 
13-0 million kr.; fodder, 10-0 million kr.; tobacco, 7-1 
million kr.; chemicals, 4:7 million kr.; fertilisers, 17-7 
million kr.; wood, cork, ete., 5-4 million kr.; petrol and 
fuel oil, 8-0 million kr.; machinery, 12-0 million kr.; and 
motor vehicles, by 12:8 million kr. 

Corn imports were reduced by 46 million kr. Maize 
imports dropped from 619,000 tons in 1937 to 308,000 tons 
in 1938, due to the record Danish corn harvest, which is 
mostly used as animal fodder. Wheat, rye and oats im- 
ports were, however, practically on the same level as in 
1937. Decreases were registered in imports of spinning 
materials, — 5 million kr; oleaginous seeds, — 36 million 
kr.; coal, — 31 million kr.; and iron and steel, — 9 
million kr. 

Total exports declined by 18 million kr., agricultural 
exports falling by 4:7 million kr. and industrial exports by 
15-4 million kr., while other exports increased by 2-1 million 
kr. The fall in industrial exports was due to a drop of 
10 million kr. in vegetable oils and oil cakes. Exports of 
ships increased by 19 million kr. and of machinery by 13-6 
million kr.

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE 

The geographical distribution of Denmark’s foreign trade 
for 1938 and 1937 is shown in the table below. It will be 
noticed that imports from the United Kingdom have fallen 
considerably, and a slight decline is also registered in im- 
ports from Germany, although exports increased to both 
countries, Imports from the United States and the Union of 
Socialist Soviet Republics are out of all proportion to 
exports to those countries, but in the former case some of 
the imports are really from Canada, in transit over the 
United States; and, besides, Denmark earns large net 
freight receipts in connection with United States trade. 

Imports from the United Kingdom fell by 71 million kr. 
The heaviest declines were registered in raw materials; 
corn fell by 8-5 million kr., spinning materials by 5-4 
million kr., yarn by 2 million kr., coal by 27 million kr. 
and metals by 5 million kr. The decline in coal, spinning 
materials and yarns and metal imports occurred mainly in 
the first half of the year. In the last quarter of 1938 
imports of textiles, including piece-goods, improved, and 
much of the decrease registered in the first six months was 
wiped out. Piece-goods imports show a decline on the year 
of 3 million kr., but clothing and other textiles actually 
show an increase of 1 million kr. The balance of trade 
between the United Kingdom and Denmark moved heavily 
in favour of the latter, owing to the increase in exports 
and decrease in imports, and for the year 1938 Denmark 
had an export surplus of 294 million kr., as compared with 
186 million kr. in 1937. 

Imports from Germany increased considerably in the last 
quarter of 1938, and the decline for the year was only 2°6 
million kr., as compared with 19-9 million kr. at the end 
of the first nine months. There was a decrease in imports 
of 4-1 million kr. in corn and fodder, 2-2 million kr. in 
yarn and thread, 5 million kr. in coal and 11-6 million kr. 
in iron and steel. On the other hand, an increase of 8-2 
million kr. was registered in motor cars, one of 14 million 
kr. in machinery, of 2-2 million kr. in textiles, including 
piece-goods, 8°6 million kr. in fertilisers and 2 million kr. 
in chemicals. Danish exports to Germany in 1938 amounted 
to 304-9 million kr., while imports from Germany totalled 
101-6 million kr. The balance of trade in favour of Ger- 
many was therefore 96-7 million kr. 

In the trade with the Soviet Union and the United States, 
Denmark’s visible adverse balance is considerable. Exports 
to the Soviet Union in 1938 amounted to only 577,000 kr., 
while imports, mainly corn, fodder and timber, amounted 
to 22-6 million kr. The situation with regard to the United 
States is similar, exports amounting to 16-8 million kr., 
while imports totalled 131-2 million kr. Of the imports 
from the United States 46 million kr. represented wheat, 
which was probably mainly Canadian wheat shipped via 
United States ports. There were large imports of fruit 
and nuts from the United States in 1938; such goods were 
previously imported from Greece before they were placed on 
the free list. i

BRITISH INDIA 
TARIFF AMENDMENT BILL 


The Trade Agreement between H.M. Government in the 
United Kingdom and the Government of India, signed in 
London on 20 March last,* involves amendment of the 
Indian Tariff Act, 1934, for certain purposes. A Bill to 
give effect to the necessary changes in the Act was intro- 
duced by the Government of India in the Legislative 
Assembly on 31 March. The text of the Bill is printed 
below, together with the ‘‘ Statement of Objects and 
Reasons’’ which accompanies the Bill. Sub-clauses (16), 
(17), (18) and (21) of Clause 3 of the Bill were to take 
immediate effect under the Provisional Collection of Taxes 
Act, 1931. 

So far as the effect of the changes proposed by the Bill 
is not fully set out in the ‘‘ Statement of Objects and

Electric ily Supply, 1937-38 : Return of Engineering and 
Financial Statisti relating to Authorised Undertakings in 
Great Britain for the year 1937-38. Published for the Elec- 
tricity Commission hy H.M. Stationery Office, York House, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2. Price 15s. net. 

The present Return of engineering and financial statistics 
relating to electricity supply in Great Britain covers all 
authorised undertakers holding statutory powers of supply at 
the termination of the period 1937-38. 

The particulars relating to the operations of individual 
undertakers cover the year ended 31 December 1937 in the 
case of Companies, Joint Electricity Authorities and the 
Central Electricity Board; the year ended 31 March 1938 
in the case of Local Authorities and Joint Boards in England 
and Wales; and the year ended 15 May 1988 in the case 
of Scottish Local Authorities and Joint Boards. Owing to 
a change in the year of account in the case of Joint Electricity 
Authorities, the statistics for their undertakings cover a 
period of nine months from April to December 1937. 

The Return, which follows the general form of previous 
Returns with the additions and alterations adopted in the 
Return for 1932-33, is divided into two main sections, namely, 
Part I ‘‘ Engineering,’’ and Part II ‘‘ Financial.’’ Each of 
the sections deals in alphabetical order with Local Authority 
undertakers and Joint Boards representative of Local Authori- 
ties in England and Wales, and in Scotland, respectively, 
and similarly with Company undertakers; and also with Joint 
Electricity Authorities. 

Part. I gives particulars in each case of the system of supply, 
and of the generating plant (if any) installed, together with 
figures for maximum load, total connections, load factor, units 
generated, units purchased in bulk, units sold (subdivided 
according to the various classes of supply), and the average 
consumption of fuel per unit generated during the year. 
Figures are also given showing the number of consumers of 
electricity, the population of the authorised areas of supply 
and the average consumption of electricity per head of popula- 
tion. 

Part IT gives corresponding particulars in respect of capital 
raised and expended, with subdivisions showing the purposes 
of the capital expenditure; revenue from working, with sub- 
divisions showing the revenue obtained from the different 
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classes of supply and from other sources, and the average 
revenue per unit sold ; working expenses, subdivided in respeo, 
of the working costs for generation, distribution, manage. 
ment, local rates, etc., and showing the average workipy 
cost per unit sold; the gross surplus (or deficit); and the 
appropriation of the surplus for interest, repayment of loans 
reserve fund, etc., in the case of Local Authorities and Join; 
Electricity Authorities, and for interest, dividends, apj 
depreciation and reserve in the case of Companies, 

Many of the undertakers dealt with in the Return hol 
statutory powers authorising two or more undertakings, anj 
statistics appropriate to each undertaking are given as fy 
as available. While in some cases partial information only 
may be given for the component undertakings, the Retum 
as a general rule contains complete statistics for the under. 
takings regarded as a whole. 

Immediately after this Preface there is a general review of 
the detailed statistics set out in Parts I and IT, supple. 
mented by a number of Summary Tables compiled from the 
particulars in the Return and from other information jp. 
cluded in the questionnaire forms returned by authorised 
undertakers. 

Attention is directed to the Explanatory Notes which folloy 
the Summary Tables and define the scope of the particular 
included under some of the headings in Parts I and II ang 
in various Tables. 

As stated in the Preface to the previous Return, the 
Electricity Commissioners have on various occasions drawn 
the attention of authorised undertakers to the fact that, 
owing to the large number of Summary Tables and derivative 
figures contained in the Return, delay in submitting partic. 
lars, even in a few cases, retards the completion of the Retum 
and prevents early publication; and have pointed out that 
the value and interest of the statistics would be enhanced # 
they could be issued at an earlier date after the close of 
the period to which they relate. 

With regard to the present Return, thirteen undertakers did 
not render the requisite particulars for 1937-38 in time for 
inclusion. The figures for the preceding year have bean 
inserted for the undertakings concerned and the position indi 
cated by appropriate footnotes in Parts I and II. 

The Electricity Commissioners again invite the co-operation

Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following :—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations, 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers ; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers.

quently already in the possession of the Department, and 
the delay involved in communicating with the officers abroad 
ean therefore often be avoided. Should the information 
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required not be available in London, the Department Will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on tho applicant’, 
behalf. 


When making applications for information enquirig 
should clearly specify :—

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(8) The particular point in regard to which the info. 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries y 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist th 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise inform; 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1997, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantes 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, iz, 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporter 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex. 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
be governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shows 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
